Suspect in Fort Hood 
attack received praise 
in performance evals 

Washington 

Supervisors of the Army psychia- 
trist accused in the massacre at Fort 
Hood sanitized his performance 
appraisals in the 
years prior to the 
shootings, accord- 
ing to govern- 
ment documents 
obtained by The 
Associated Press 
that reveal con- 
cerns about Nidal 
Hasan at almost every stage of his 
Army education. 

Officers in charge of Hasan 
piled praise into the alleged gun- 
man’s record despite knowing he 
was chronically late for work, saw 
few patients, disappeared when 
he was on call and confronted 
those around him with his Islam- 
ic views. 

The materials also disclose con- 
cerns that the psychiatrist-in-train- 
ing might have been developing a 


psychosis, according to the docu- 
ments, yet no mental health eval- 
uation was done. 

Defense Secretary Robert 
Gates released an internal Penta- 
gon review last week that found 
several unidentified medical offi- 


cers failed to use “appropriate 
judgment and standards of offi- 
cership” when reviewing Hasan’s 
performance. 

Gates withheld details, not- 
ing disciplinary action is possible. 
But the disjointed picture emerges 


through information gathered dur- 
ing the internal review. The mate- 
rial shows that the same supervi- 
sor who meticulously catalogued 
Hasan’s problems suddenly swept 
them under the rug when gradua- 
tion arrived. 

Nothing in this record points 
specifically to a risk he would turn 
violent. But after Hasan moved to 
a fellowship from his residency at 
Walter Reed Army Medical Center 

— where he once appended “Allah 
willing” to a patient’s medical chart 

— one instructor, Lt. Col. Donald 
Lundy, thought Hasan was at risk 
of developing a psychosis. 

The documents do not address 
why officers who kept Hasan’s aca- 
demic career moving on a glide path 
did so despite all his known defi- 
ciencies. An Army review is expect- 
ed to examine these issues. 

Hasan’s last officer evalua- 
tion report was to be his best. On 
the morning of Nov. 5, he called a 
superior to ask about it and was 
told it was ready for him to see 
and sign.

President says he’ll 
request $1.35 billion 
for schools in budget 

Fairfax, Va. 

President Obama announced Tues- 
day heTl ask Congress for $1.35 bil- 
lion to extend an education grant 
program for states, saying that get- 
ting schools right “will shape our 
future as a nation.” 

Obama outlined the propos- 
al that will be part of his budget 
request for this year at an elemen- 
tary school, where he also held a 
short discussion with sixth-grade 
students. 

The $787 billion economic stim- 
ulus program that Obama signed 
into law soon after taking office 
included $4.3 billion in competi- 
tive grants for states, nicknamed 
the “Race to the Top” fund. States 
must amend education laws and 
policies to compete for a share of 
the money. 

The deadline to apply for the 
program is Tuesday, and officials 
expect more than 30 states to 


apply. The Education Department 
is expected to announce the first of 
two rounds of awards in April. 

The president said that extend- 
ing the program would allow more 
states to win grants. He also wants 
to use some of the $1.35 billion for 
a similarly competitive grant pro- 
gram for local school districts. 

“Countries that out-educate us 
today will out-compete us tomor- 


row, and I refuse to let that happen 
on my watch,” Obama said. 

With the grant programs, 
Obama is trying to make educa- 
tion spending more of a competi- 
tive endeavor, rather than a formu- 
la-driven effort in which states and 
districts look forward to receiving 
a certain amount of money, regard- 
less of how well they educate stu- 
dents.

Combat rifle sights U.S. forces in 
Iraq and Afghanistan use carry 
references to Bible verses, stok- 
ing concerns about whether the 
inscriptions break a government 
rule that bars proselytizing by 
American troops. 

Military officials said the cita- 
tions do not violate the ban and 
that they will not stop using the 
telescoping sights. 

The contractor that makes the 
equipment, Trijicon, said the U.S. 
military has been a customer since 
1995 and the company has never 
received any complaints about the 
Scripture citations. 

“We don’t publicize this,” said 
Tom Munson, Trijicon’s director 
of sales and marketing. “It’s not 
something we make a big deal out 


of But when asked, we say, ‘Yes, 
it’s there.’” 

Markings on the Advanced 
Combat Optical Gunsight, which is 
standard issue to U.S. special oper- 
ations forces, include “JN8:12,” a 
reference to John 8:12: “When Jesus 
spoke again to the people, he said, 
T am the light of the world. Who- 
ever follows me will never walk in 
darkness, but will have the light 
oflife.’” 

Mikey Weinstein, president of 
the Military Religious Freedom 
Foundation, says the biblically 
inscribed sights could give the Tal- 
iban and other enemy forces a pro- 
paganda tool: that American troops 
are Christian crusaders invading 
Muslim countries. 

“I don’t have to wonder for a 
nanosecond how the American 
public would react if citations from 
the Koran were being inscribed 
onto these U.S. armed forces’ 
gun sights instead of New Testa- 
ment citations,” Weinstein said.

U.N. Expands Haiti Relief Efforts 


Security Council, U.S. 
attempt to speed up 
delivery of aid, food 

Port-au-Prince, Haiti 

U.S. troops landed on the lawn of 
Haiti’s shattered presidential pal- 
ace to the cheers of quake victims 
on Tuesday, and the U.N. said it 
would throw more police and sol- 
diers into the sluggish global effort 
to aid the devastated country. 

The U.N. forces are aimed at 
quelling the outbursts of violence 
that have slowed distribution of 


supplies, leaving many Haitians 
still without help a week after the 
magnitude-7.0 quake killed an esti- 
mated 200,000 people. 

Looters were rampaging 
through part of downtown Port- 
au-Prince even as the Security 
Council voted to add 2,000 troops 
to the 7,000 military peacekeepers 
already in the country and 1,500 
more police to the 2,100-strong 
international force. 

Haitians jammed the fence of 
the palace grounds as U.S. troops 
emerged from six helicopters. 

“We are happy that they are 
coming, because we have so many 


problems,” said Fede Felissaint, a 
hairdresser. 

A full week after the quake, the 
capital’s port remains blocked and 
too much aid must flow through 
the city’s lone airport. Tens of thou- 
sands of people sleep in the streets 
or in makeshift camps. 

European Commission analysts 
estimate the quake injured 250,000 
and left 1.5 million homeless. 

Aid workers have distribut- 
ed more than 250,000 daily food 
rations, with about half coming 
from the U.S. military, according to 
the World Food Program. But that 
is still far short of the need, and the 


U.N. agency managed to feed only 
half the 100,000 people it planned 
to reach on Monday. 

U.S. military efforts to speed 
aid through Port-au-Prince’s air- 
port appeared to be paying off after 
days of complaints by frustrated aid 
agencies: Air Force Gen. Douglas 
Fraser, head of U.S. Southern Com- 
mand, said the airport that handled 
just 30 flights per day before it was 
damaged in the quake is now han- 
dling 180 per day. 

“We’re doing everything in our 
power to speed aid to Haiti as fast as 
humanly possible,” he said. Alfred

Afghans Boost Security 



New measures come 
a day after Taliban 
attack on the capital 

Kabul 

Two U.S. service members were 
killed by a roadside bomb in south- 
ern Afghanistan on Tuesday, a day 
after a brazen Taliban attack on the 
capital showed militants are step- 
ping up their fight against the U.S. 
and its allies. 

A NATO statement gave no other 
details about the U.S. deaths. 

Also Tuesday, Afghan forces 
increased the number of check- 
points and patrols in the capital 
amid public anger over security 
lapses that enabled a small group of 
militants to mount explosions and 
gunbattles the day before. 

President Hamid Karzai ordered 
a review of security measures in 
the capital but said Afghan troops 
should be praised for their perfor- 
mance in preventing an even bigger 
disaster as the non-militant death 
toll stood at five — three security 
forces and two civilians. 


Meanwhile ... 

A United Nations report released 
Tuesday found that Afghans paid 
$2.5 billion — nearly a quarter of the 
country’s GDP —to bribe public offi- 
cials in the past 12 months. The U.N. 
report said one person in two had to 
pay at least one kickback to a pub- 
lic official— whether a policeman, 
judge or government official— be- 
tween 2008 and 2009. Many paid to 
cut through red tape or to get help 
with poor service, (ap) 


Troops searched vehicles enter- 
ing the capital and on the main 
streets in the city center, verify- 
ing documents and pulling sus- 
picious cars aside. 

Analysts said the attack exposed 
deficiencies in security. 

“The Taliban have only one possi- 
bility and that is to blow themselves 
up. But, unfortunately, the Taliban 
can infiltrate Kabul or other major 
cities for terrorist attacks because 
of the weak state of the police,” said 
Taj Mohammad Wardak, a for- 
mer interior minister, amir shah (ap)

Israel Cracks Down on Activists 


Critics say Jerusalem 
increasingly silences 
political opponents 

Jerusalem 

Israel is arresting a growing num- 
ber of prominent opponents to its 
policies toward the Palestinians, 
say critics who are accusing the 
government of trying to crush 
legitimate dissent. 

In the most high-profile case 
yet, Jerusalem police last week 
detained the leader of an Israeli 
human rights group during a vigil

against the eviction of Palestinian 
families whose homes were taken 
by Jewish settlers. 

Since the summer, dozens of Pal- 
estinian and Israeli activists have 


been held, including those organiz- 
ing weekly protests against Israel’s 
West Bank separation barrier. 

Some of the Palestinians were 
released without charge only after 
weeks or months of questioning. 

The arrests come at a time of 
shifting tactics in the protests 
against Israel’s occupation of the 
West Bank and annexation of east 
Jerusalem, territories the Palestin- 
ians want for their future state. 

In east Jerusalem, police have 
arrested about 70 demonstrators 
during marches in recent months, 
according to Israeli rights groups.

China’s World Without internet 


Blackout leaves 20M 
in west cut off from 
the Web for months 

Liuyuan, China 

They arrive at this gritty desert 
crossroads weary from a 13-hour 
train ride but determined. The 
promised land lies just across the 
railway station plaza: a large, white 
sign that says “Easy Connection 
Internet Cafe.” 

The visitors are Internet refu- 
gees from China’s western Xinji- 
ang region, whose 20 million peo- 
ple have been without links to the 
outside world since the govern- 
ment blocked virtually all online 
access, text messages and inter- 
national phone calls after ethnic 
riots in July. It’s the largest and

longest such blackout in the world, 
observers say. 

Every weekend, dozens of peo- 
ple pile off the train in Liuyuan, a 
sand- swept town on the ancient 


Silk Road that’s the first train stop 
outside Xinjiang, 400 miles east of 
Urumqi, the regional capital. 

“We must get online! We must!” 
said Zhao Yan, a petite, ponytailed 
businesswoman from Xinjiang’s 
capital, Urumqi. She has rented the 
same private booth in the Internet 
cafe every weekend since August in 
an uphill battle to keep her small 
trading business going. 

“If this goes on another couple 
of months. I’ll have to give up,” 
Zhao said. “I can’t keep up with 
the outside world, and I’m los- 
ing money.” 

For many, it feels like being 
thrown back in time 30 years. 

The government this month 
promised Internet access would 
resume “gradually,” but it also 
said the same thing in July and not 
much has changed. So far, only four 


restricted Web sites, half of them 
state-run media, have returned. 

No country has shut down an 
information infrastructure so 
widely for so long, said the Open 
Net Initiative, a Harvard-linked 
partnership that monitors Inter- 
net restrictions around the world. 
Some former Soviet Union coun- 
tries have done it during sensitive 
elections, but “the blackout only 
lasted for hours or days at most,” 
said Rafal Rohozinski, the group’s 
principal investigator. 

The normal Internet in China 
is already among the world’s most 
restricted. “The fact that the Chi- 
nese authorities had to resort to 
shutting down and cutting off the 
entire infrastructure ... is indicative 
of the difficulty they are having in 
controlling cyberspace,” Rohozin- 
ski said.

Google Phones 
On Hold in China 


Beijing 

Google on Tuesday postponed 
the launch of two mobile phones 
in China, adding to the potential 
commercial fallout of its dispute 
with Beijing over Internet censor- 
ship and e-mail hacking. 

The delay affects separate 
phones made by Motorola and Sam- 
sung. The handsets are both pow- 
ered by Android, a mobile operat- 
ing software system developed by 
Google. Both phones were sched- 
uled to debut this week. 

The change in plans is the latest 
aftershock from Google’s threat to 
pull out of China unless the govern- 
ment relents on its rules requiring 
the censorship of content that the 
ruling party considers to be sub- 
versive. (AP)

Council’s Catania says 
‘closed system’ would 
regulate distribution 

Washington 

The District would have up to 
five medical marijuana dispen- 
saries where seriously ill patients 
could go to obtain the drug from 
a licensed vendor under a bill D.C. 
Council member David A. Catania 
proposed Tuesday. 

Catania’s proposal, which nine 
of 13 council members sponsored, is 
designed to implement a 1998 vot- 
er-approved initiative that called for 
the legalization of medical marijua- 
na in the District. 


After Initiative 59 was approved 
with 69 percent of the vote, the 
then-GOP-controlled Congress 
blocked it from being implement- 
ed. But the Democrat-controlled 


Congress removed those restric- 
tions last month. 

Under Catania’s proposal, the 
District would have what he calls 
“a closed system to regulate the 


cultivation, distribution and pos- 
session of marijuana.” 

“What I wanted to make sure 
we don’t do is take something that 
is scientifically proven for medicine 
and turn that into a system where 
there is an opportunity for mis- 
chief,” said Catania, I-At Large. 

The legislation, which has been 
referred to both the Health and Pub- 
lic Safety and Judiciary commit- 
tees, would allow the dispensaries 
to distribute up to a month’s supply 
of marijuana to either patients or 
their registered caregivers. Although 
patients would have to pay for the 
drug, the legislation requires pro- 
viders to supply it to low-income 
patients at a reduced price, tim craig

Helping Haiti’s Orphans 

Aid groups struggle with a massive influx of children left alone after the quake 


Port-au-Prince, Haiti 

The 5-month-old patient at the 
Israeli field hospital has a num- 
ber rather than a name. 

No one even knows who dropped 
the barely conscious child at the 
makeshift medical center after he 
was pulled from the debris of a col- 
lapsed building four days after last 
week’s catastrophic quake. Now that 
he’s recovering, doctors have a dif- 
ficult decision ahead.

“What will we do with him 
when we are finished?” said Dr. 
Assa Amit of the hospital’s pediat- 
ric emergency department. 

No one knows who the boy’s 
family is or whether any of his rel- 
atives are alive. 

Tens of thousands of children 
have been orphaned by the earth- 
quake, aid groups say — so many 
that officials won’t venture a 
number. With so many buildings 
destroyed and growing chaos in 
the capital, it is conceivable that 
many children are alone. 

Even before Tuesday’s deadly 
magnitude-7.0 earthquake, Haiti, 
one of the world’s poorest coun- 
tries, was awash in orphans, with 
380,000 children living in orphan- 
ages or group homes, the United 
Nations Children’s Fund reported 
on its Web site. 

International advocacy groups 
are trying to help, either by speed- 
ing up adoptions that were already 
in progress or by sending in relief

personnel to evacuate thousands 
of orphans to the U.S. and other 
countries. 

In the meantime, U.N. human- 
itarian chief John Holmes said 
the United Nations is establish- 
ing a group whose mission on the 
ground in Haiti will be to protect 
children against trafficking, kid- 
napping and sex abuse. 

And orphanages that were oper- 
ating in Haiti before the earthquake 
are scrambling to keep their kids 
safe, sheltered and fed. Those with 
damaged buildings are pledging 
to rebuild and take in more chil- 
dren, if needed. 

Three of the four orphanag- 
es operated in Port-au-Prince by 
Planting Peace — a Melbourne, 
Fla., nonprofit — have been dam- 


Orphan Airlift Takes 
53 Kids to Pittsburgh 


On Tuesday, a flight carrying 53 Haitian 
children, fronn infants to age 10, landed in 
Pittsburgh, the first in a wave of orphans ex- 
pected to be evacuated fronn the shattered 
Caribbean nation one week after the nnassive 
earthquake. 

Workers disennbarked the plane, sonne 
of thenn carrying children in their arnns, 
and boarded waiting buses. Other children 
walked off the plane, waving at onlookers. 

They will be taken to Children’s Hospital 
of Pittsburgh for nnedical care and placed in 
group honnes until their adoptions are final- 
ized, officials said. 

U.S. Honneland Security spokesnnan Sean Snnith said orphans who have ties 
to the U.S. — such as a family member already living here — are among those 
who can get special permission to remain in the United States, (ap) 




Exodus Strategy 

The Catholic Church in Miami is 
working on a proposal that would 
allow thousands of orphaned 
children to come permanent- 
ly to America. A similar effort 
launched in 1960, known as Oper- 
ation Pedro Pan, brought about 
14,000 unaccompanied children 
from Cuba to the U.S. Under the 
new plan, dubbed “Pierre Pan," 
Haitian orphans would first be 
placed in group homes and then 
paired with foster parents, said 
Mary Ross Agosta, spokeswoman 
for the Archdiocese of Miami. “We 
have children who are homeless 
and possibly without parents, and 
it is the moral and humane thing 
to do," she said. (AP) 


aged, forcing staff to move every- 
one into one building. They are now 
trying to secure homes in Haiti for 
the kids, the group’s founder, Aaron 
Jackson, told The Associated Press 
in an e-mail. 

“There needs to be some com- 
munication from the government 
level about what we need to do. Can 
we take these children?” he said. 

At the Israeli field hospital, doc- 
tors are expecting to treat many 
more orphans in the coming days. 
On one of the hospital’s stretch- 
ers, Patient No. 236, a 6-month- 
old boy, is crying in pain. Rela- 
tives brought him to the medical 
center shortly after the disaster, 
then left. They didn’t tell anyone 
the boy’s name. 

Doctors suspect the infant had 
meningitis long before the earth- 
quake — and they also suspect that 
no one is coming back for him. 

“We will wait to discharge him 
until there is a facility that can 
grant continuous care,” Amit said.

Can Monroe Reach His Potential? 


Hoyas big man faces 
intense scrutiny as he 
aims for consistency 


Hoyas Hoops 

Exceptional in many ways, George- 
town’s towering sophomore center 
Greg Monroe is also, like any teen- 
ager, a work in progress. 

Monroe was nearly unstoppa- 
ble in Sunday’s loss to Villanova, 
taking command of a foundering 
offense to finish with 26 points 
and 16 rebounds. 

But for a three-game stretch 
prior, he was a shadow of that play- 
er — turnover-prone against more 
bruising defenders at Marquette; 
tentative against Connecticut, tak- 
ing just two shots during the Hoyas’ 
miserable first half; and idling on 
the bench in foul trouble for much 
of the victory over Seton Hall. 

In an ideal world in which 
19-year-old, 6-feet-ll phenoms are 
afforded time to grow into their 
bodies, Monroe would be right 
on target in his development. He 
has made major strides from his 
freshman season to his sophomore 
season, emerging as a more active 
playmaker and vocal leader on a 
Georgetown team (13-3, 4-2) that 
sorely needed both. 

But in the real world of high- 
profile college basketball and 
high-stakes NBA teams clamor- 
ing for capable big men, Monroe 
has become the subject of intense 
debate and daily revision. 

One day, Monroe draws hosan- 
nas as a surefire NBA lottery pick. 
Other days, he elicits measured cri- 
tiques as a gifted youngster in need

w Strengths: What intrigues NBA scouts most, insiders say, are Monroe’s 
skills as a passer and his overall basketball smarts. Said Pitt coach Jamie 
Dixon: “He’s as talented as anybody in the country and getting better, with a 
skill set and size that’s really unmatched.’’ 

» Weaknesses: While Monroe is an adept passer, some wish he were quicker 
to shoot. But former NBA big man and ESPN commentator Len Elmore says what 
Monroe needs most is to bulk up. “Certainly ... to have the great success that has 
been predicted for him, he’s got to fill out a little bit,’’ Elmore says, (twp)

What remains 
to be seen is just how far the broad- 
shouldered center can carry the 
Hoyas — and whether he’ll return 



for a third season on the Hilltop, 
as Jeff Green did before bolting for 
the NBA, or possibly a fourth, as 
Roy Hibbert did. 

On the latter question, it’s diffi- 
cult to get a read from Monroe, who 
insists he’s having the time of his 
life at Georgetown and isn’t think- 
ing about his future. 

“College has been great,” Mon- 
roe said in a recent interview. “This 
is definitely the most fun I’ve had 
my whole life, just being able to 
grow and meet different people 
from everywhere. And I still get 
to do the thing I love — play bas- 
ketball at a high level.” 

As for his on-court skills, Mon- 
roe shares the assessment of coach 
John Thompson III, who believes 
his center is “far, far away” from 
reaching his potential. 

Says Monroe, who’s averaging 
14.9 points and 10.1 rebounds per 
game: “I definitely think I’ve made 
strides on the court and off, but I 
think I can get a lot better still. 
... I don’t think I’m close to being

At least 30 members of Haiti’s soc- 
cer federation, including an unde- 
termined number of players, died in 
the country’s earthquake, regional 
soccer authorities said Tuesday. 


In addition, the president of the 
Dominican Olympic committee said 
he was told by his Haitian counter- 
part that at least seven Haitian ath- 
letes from Olympic sports died. 

The soccer dead included ref- 
erees, coaches, administrators and 


medical officials, the Caribbean 
Football Union said. Haiti’s fed- 
eration’s headquarters collapsed 
during last week’s quake. 

Federation president Yves Jean 
Bart survived, the Caribbean Foot- 
ball Union said in its report to soc- 


cer’s world governing body in Swit- 
zerland. “Words cannot describe 
what I have seen in Haiti. It is 
heartbreaking,” said Horace Bur- 
rell, the Caribbean group’s VP, in 
his report to FIFA about his visit 
to Haiti. (AP)

When the Washington Wizards 
dealt the fifth overall pick to Min- 
nesota last spring, they did so 
thinking they were building for 
the present. 

As it turns out, the players who 
were brought in to add high-qual- 
ity depth to the roster are instead 
tasked with helping Washington 
scrape for respectability in another 
wasted season. While swingman 
Mike Miller (right calf injury) has 
received praise despite being side- 
lined incrementally, Randy Foye is 
now in the spotlight as the indef- 
initely suspended Gilbert Arenas’ 
long-term replacement.

But scoring wasn’t the only thing 
that made Agent Zero so effective. 
The swagger he brought to the court 
often rubbed off on his teammates 
and allowed them to regularly dis- 
pense of equal and lesser squads at 


the end of games. 

Now, between injuries and sus- 
pensions stemming from the team’s 
constant turmoil, the Wizards are 
just struggling to have enough bod- 
ies to play the fourth quarter.

Most readers will know Aziz Ansa- 
ri from his appearances on script- 
ed shows such as “Human Giant,” 
“Flight of the Conchords” and 
“Parks & Recreation,” and from 
movies such as “I Love You, Man,” 
“Observe & Report” and Judd Apa- 
tow’s unjustly maligned “Funny 
People,” in which he unleashed 
his crass alter ego Randy. 

Before he was a go-to guest star, 
Ansari honed his quick wit as a 
stand-up comic, playing New York 
and Los Angeles and launching his 
successful Glow in the Dark Tour 
in 2008.

Usually, I will start out with an idea 
that pops into my head, and I’ll jot 
it down in a notebook, then I’ll try 
it out at different venues, devel- 
oping it onstage. You just have to 
keep trying it and refining it until 
you hit on the right combination 
of jokes. The first joke I do on the 


special, the thing about gay rights, 
I did about 15 or 20 different ver- 
sions of that joke before I landed 
on the version that destroys! 

You do long bits on Kanye West 
and R. Kelly. Have you heard from 
them? 

R. Kelly? No. He’s never heard 
that as far as I know. But as far as 
Kanye, he’s seen all that stuff. I 
did that routine on Letterman, and 
Kanye posted it on his blog. He’s a 
real good sport about that stuff 

I would think that’s got to be some 
achievement for him that he made 
it into a comedy routine. 

He’s probably thinking, “He’s 
talking more about me than 
Jay-Z. That means I’m on top.”

British band Editors 
look tiresome and 
grim ‘In This Light’ 

CD Review 

Editors seem to be a mostly Brit- 
ish phenomenon. 

They sell out only midsized ven- 
ues in the States, but the Brits put 
them on arena stages and anticipate 
their albums so much that their lat- 
est release, “In This Light and on 
This Evening,” debuted at No. 1. So 
did their previous album, the medi- 
ocre “An End Has a Start,” which 
peaked at only No. 117 here. 

Combine them with Kings of 
Leon, and you get the British equiv- 
alent of the Foo Fighters, or maybe 
the Killers. 

But even in England, the band’s 
had its share of ups and downs. Its 
debut, “The Back Room,” read like 
a fresh, stylish version of Interpol 
with more hooks and immediate- 
ly saw the band as a rising star on 
the post-punk scene, while “An 
End Has a Start” succumbed to 
the sophomore jinx, resorting to 
maudlin gloom rather than poi- 
gnant riffs. 

And while the comparisons to 
Joy Division are already abundant, 
the inspiration of “In This Light” 
takes them in a bizarre direction: 
“If only Joy Division had integrated 
more German industrial rock!” 

If only, indeed. 

Dispensing with all those pesky 
pop hooks and that meddlesome 
lead guitar, “In This Light” relies 
heavily (sometimes solely) on syn- 
thesizers and bass. As a post-punk 
band (which, really, what does

that even mean anymore?). Edi- 
tors have turned into a weird mix 
of New Wave and intense anthem 
rock, visibly straining to be edgy 
and impress you with their sear- 
ing melodies. 

It’s safe to say fans who eat up 
the euphoric live shows will love 
all the material on this album, 
as its biggest asset is the fod- 
der for dramatic performances 
to be accompanied by lasers and 
strobe lights. 

But much of your opinion of 
“In This Light” will depend on 
how much you like recycled synth 
sounds that add nothing new to 


the genre (which, admittedly, can 
sometimes be cool). But there’s a 
fine line between inspiration and 
imitation, and Editors walk it with- 
out much confidence. 

Editors do a few things very well, 
such as crescendos and harsh-yet- 
emotive riffs, but even those high- 
lights are run into the ground on “In 
This Light.” By the end, you feel like 
your soul has been crushed, except 
you’re not exactly sure it was for a 
worthy cause. And any Americans 
whose first exposure to Editors is 
this gloomy, laborious venture are 
unlikely to jump on the bandwag- 
on.

Leno blames NBC 
for mess and shows

Jay Leno turned serious on his 
show Monday night to discuss 
the late-night chaos at NBC, tell- 
ing viewers that he’d been doubt- 
ful about launching a prime-time 
show but was prevented by NBC 
from going to another TV net- 
work instead. 

Leno, in explaining events from 
his standpoint, also said Monday 
that he had told NBC he’d return 
to the “Tonight” slot only after 
Conan O’Brien rejected the net- 
work’s plan to put both men on in 
late night.

Leno told viewers Monday, 
he asked to be released from 
his contract. 

‘“No, you’re still a valu- 
able asset to this com- 
pany,”’ he said the 
network told him. 

His reply: “How valu- 
able can I be? You 
fired me twice.”

Vancouver prepares 
to welcome 350,000 
Olympic spectators 

Destinations 

As snow falls on the craggy peaks 
providing the stunning backdrop to 
this glimmering city on the Pacif- 
ic, Vancouver prepares to welcome 
thousands of athletes and visitors 
from around the world for the 2010 
Winter Olympic Games. 

More than 5,500 athletes and 
coaches, almost 11,000 members 
of the media and up to 350,000 
visitors are expected. In prepara- 
tion, Vancouver is being draped in 
Olympic finery. 

Giant murals of athletes cover 
downtown skyscrapers. Green, 
white and blue Olympic banners 
adorn the street poles. The city’s 
Visitor Information Centre and sat- 
ellite kiosks will be open through- 
out the city, and hundreds of sky- 
blue-uniformed volunteers are 
trained and ready to answer visi- 
tors’ questions. 

“The city is taking shape,” said 
games organizing committee CEO 
John Furlong. 

This is Canada’s third time wel- 
coming the Olympics. It hosted the 
Montreal 1976 Summer Games and 
the 1988 Calgary Winter Games. 
But no Canadian has ever won a 
gold medal on home turf 

Vancouver is also the most pop- 
ulous destination ever to host the 


Winter Olympics, with 2.1 million 
people in the greater Vancouver 
regional area, according to Cana- 
da’s 2006 census. And it considers 
itself to be a sophisticated destina- 
tion, with five-star hotels, glittering 


skyscrapers and tremendous eth- 
nic diversity. About a third of those 
who live in the Vancouver metro- 
politan area are of Asian descent, 
according to census statistics.
